Gordon also said the USA is the only coun- 
try with paging stations, but Dcnnis has apes Spanish and Canada, am 
I've heard an unfamiliar language and definitcly IDed Tokyo. I heven't 
been able to find a list of paging stations, domestic or forcign so I 
can't List moré of thom, or even cstimate how many of them there are 
in the world. If any of you have a list; Ict me know, We should hear 
them via aurora fairly often, I imagine, and this is aurora season, 
Aurordl skip, reficction or whatever you want to call it is caus- 
ead by Northern Lights, ( Aurora Borealis ), as you all know, As a mode 
of TV propagation it isn't very well known or ecxplorcd so we can all 
get in the front line incxploring the IDX potrnntial of this propaga- 
tion mode, "DXing Horizons" magazine had some articlcs onthis Jast 
fall. Spring and Fall are the aurora scasons, and April has been my 
best month. Aurora has an MUF just like Ms, Es and othcr.forms of 
skip, At my location Itve only sccn it once on the high band, very 
weakly on ch, 7. Last summer on the way home from the convention I 
went to sce our Ms cditor 100 miles north of here. Wo were to get up 
early the next morning and watch some of that Ms he sccs so much of, 
and’ I sec so Little of. Of all days, in tho middlo of July, he had 
aurora up to ch.ll, blocking out all Ms and trops, At that latitude 
Billy says its quite common to sce aurora affecting such a high free 
quency, Some people tcll you to aim the antenna north but don't be- 
lieve it. Our FM editor got KTVU-2 by aiming directly at the station 
and I didn't aim directly north cither,for my receptions of Canadian 
prairic stations or KENI-2, 
Another point I found out is that sceing aurora affecting tv ts 
a sign to look for DX, but this sign isn't always present as in my 
Alaskan reccption. BEE gcncoral rule also says the reception comes at 
11 PM or latcr but Alaska came in at 7 Pil. The new thcory presented 
by "DXing Hortzons" states that the signal must pass through.an auro~ 
ral zone but the transmitter and recciver need not be in this zone. 
Since this was the case when KENI-2 poppcodin here for 15 minutes, 
there was no auroral hash to block reccption as thcre usually is. the 
signal therefore looked just like Es in quality and strength, but it 
was 2220 miles away. It wasn't until a2 yéar Ictor that I found out it 
was aurora, This sort of DX beats F2 or reular aurora by a milc for 
distance and quality. Its hardor to find, ‘but worth it if you succced 
so try it regularly these late spring nights, and mid-mornings, Euro~ 
pean stations don't come on the air as carly as ours,’ and there is 2 
time difference of 6-9 hours so that they go off theair at 4-6. PM,CST © 
and come back on the air at roughly 5-11 AM,

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To carry on wave propagation, TV or Radio Communication, It 1s 
necessary to supply the receiver with energy from the transmitter, We 
find that this is accomplished by connectins the tank circuit of the 
final power amplifier of the transmitter to a radiating device called 
an antenna, This antenna is located some distance from the transmitter. 
The distance usually is several hundred feet or more away from the 
transmitter, then the radiation is more effective, and will eliminate 
disturbances tha t may occur, 

These electromagnetic waves are radiated out into space by the 
transmitting antenna, Voltage is induced into the receiving antenna of 
electromagnetic waves, then amplified, and detected, . We know that a 
current flowing in a conductor sets up a magnetic field around the 
conductor, If the current is alternating, the magnetic field will also 
be alternating, If another conductor is placed close by, the first 
conductor, Alternating current and voltage will be induced in the sec~ 
ond conductor,which is proportional to the rate of change of the magne 
etic flux, In this case it is unecessarv to use the second wire, The 
alternating magnetic field set up by the alternating current in the 
first wire will induce the same voltage in the surrounding space, all 
though the second wire is not present, Voltage induced in the space 
surrounding the conductor sets up an alternating electrostatic field, 
We have found that an alternating magnetic field establishes an ajteres 
nating electric field, The two field are associated with each other 
and always exist together, The real fact is that an alternating 
magnetic or electric field can not exist without the other, 

When the electromagnetic wave leaves the transmitter antenna, it 
travels out ward along several paths, Some of the energy travels up~ 
ward from the surface of the earth, and is called the Sky Wave, Other 
energy travels along the surface of the earth, and is called a ground 
wave, A space wave can also reach the receiving antenna by hitting the 
surface of the earth and then be reflected, A wave following this path 
is called a Reflected Space Wave, 

All wave motion, whether it is electomagnetic or sound waves, has 
associated with it the characteristics of frequency, wavelength and 
velocity. Wavelensth is the distance between corresponding points on 
two consecutive cycles. The wavelength is determined’ by the frequency 
and the velocity of propagation or speed of the wave, 

Your antenna plays a very important part in the reception you 
receive, Many times the receiver is blamed for poor reception, This can 
be traced to a poor installed antenna, or an o1d- antenna that has been 
up for five or six years, Sometimes the tuin line becomes cracked which 
Will cause a loss of signal strngth. These small cracks will hold 
moister, Therefore it is wise to check all the conditions that may be 
siving you-the trouble, Most people install their antenna on a chimney 
mount. This seems to be the handiest, but due to soot and and chemical 
-s often deterlates the antenna which will ase it fast,
